I nevei 
credited her s&lf-representation of the past, am more inclined to credit her more recent 
one, and could record substantial doubt about that. However, there remains enough that is 
real and the source of which I can't account for so 'that I continue to wonder abput the 
source and her role. She is clever enough to make a game out of little and shrewd enough 
to know how to provoke my interest. We'll see. HW
